less obstruction offered by tho Opposition 
There being no disposition whatever on 
their part to assist in usoful legislation, 
and the session beiug already unusually 
protracted, dissolution, we say, will provo 
tho only mothod of solving tho political 
enigma. But beforo tho House iB dissolv- 
ed tho Government, wo imagine, will sub- 
mit a proposition to secure tho passage of 
several important Acts and tho Estimates. 
It would bo injurious to the country if 
these were allowed to romain in abeyance 
until the meetiug of tho new assembly, 
for in the meantime many public works, 
whioh can only bo prosecuted during tho 
sumraor months, would fail to Lave exis- 
tence, tho salaries of civil servants could 
not bo paid and tho minoral resources of 
the country, awaiting tho passage of tho 
Quartz Act to assist them to spoody and 
successful development, would languish 
from lack of legislative action. It is to 
be hoped, therefore, that both sides of tho 
House will givo the Government proper 
assistance in matters which should not bo 
permitted to assumo a political phase- 
that tho Opposition w.ill for tho nonce for- 
get their party animosity and strivo to 
make some amends for past indincrotiou. 
After tho measures alluded to aro passed 
tho ministry will be thoroughly justified 
in advising tho dissolution of the House, 
and we do not hesitate to state that tho 
country will endorse the policy pursued 
and delineated by tho Government. In- 
deed, taking into consideration the rapid 
strides of progress the country has mado 
under tho prosont administration no other 
rosult can possibly ensue. To contrast 
the condition of tho Province when Mr. 
Elliott assumed power with its condition 
at the present moment would bo to con- 
trast night with day. When tho reins of 
government were fortunately snatchod 
from tho unsteady hands of the Walkem 
faction, and for somo time previous to that 
date, the aspect was gloomy, tho horizon 
waB darkened by threatening bankruptcy 
and tho retrospect resembled a dosert of 
prodigality and corruption. But imme- 
diately tho Elliott Government came into 
powor a change almost magical took 
place. The people were inspired with 
confidence and all, save the few 
ill-ndvised followers of Mr. Walkem, 
expressed delight that an epoch of reck- 
lessness, gloom and incapaoity had beon 
terminated and that an era of light and 
prosperity was about to dawn for them. 
But. sanguine as tho grorft majority woro, 
lew, if any, expected that their hopes 
■would be more than realized. Such, 
however, is the case and tho very men 
who expressed unlimited confidence in 
the Elliott administration iu 187G, to day 
admit that their expectations were fully 
justified; whilst on tho other band inon 
•who were opposed to Mr. Elliott on his 
assumption of office are glad at the pres- 
ent moment to admit their error and to 
thank him and his colleagues for the 
material advancement the Province has 
made under the existing administration. 
Let us take tho city of Victoria into con- 
sideration for a moment. Do v;e find 
progress or letrogression here ? Wo find 
tho former as plainly delinated as new 
buildings of every description, advance 
in value of real estate, extension of busi- 
ness houses, increaso of population, and 
investment of capital can pourtray. 
Steamers instead of leaving the harbor 
for foreign ports, as in Mr. Walkem's 
time, crowded with passengers, sail with 
barely a patron; aud instead of returning 
without a strange faco on board now 
bring hundreds every trip to settle in tho 
Province and cultivate her broad aore3 or 
develop her innumerable and boundless 
resoarcos. Immigrants are not turned 
away because they can find no land on 
which to sottle, nor are they met with tho 
reply "resorved for Government pur- 
poses," or some such equivocal answer. 
Every facility is afforded them and tho 
result therefrom is a material increase in 
immigration. Turning to Cariboo do wo 
find evidenco of progross or retrogression 
there ? Tho question needs no answer 
for under the quartz mining policy of tho 
Government Cariboo has become a house- 
hold word and a synonym for wealth and 
prosperity all ovor tho continent. But 
this was far from being the caso whenMr 
Walkem, senior representative for that 
impoitant and then neglected district, was 
at the head of tho Executive. Hor untold 
riohes were allowed to slumber where Na- 
ture had placed them. No effort was made 
to develop hsr vast mineral deposits; no 
attempt to resuscitate tho declining glory 
of the ouco fur-famed district. But on 
Mr. Elliott's advent to power did he fol- 
low in tho idle and neglectful footsteps of 
his predecessor? Far from it. One of 
Wb first steps was to socure to the hardy 
and struggling minors of tho district such 
Governmental assistance as should place 
them, one and all, on tho high road to 
prosperity and contentment; and that his 
effort has boon attended by a full share 
of success wo think we need hardly state. 
As it is with Cariboo, so it is with Cas- 
siar; as it is with Now Westminster, tho 
garden district, bo it is with bounteous 
Yale; as it is with Victoria City so 
it is with prosperous Lillooet and with 
every other municipality iu the Pro- 
vince. In no section of tho country is 
there laok of ovidence as to the wisdom of 
tho policy of tho present administration, 
and therefore we reiterato that in the 
event of dissolution, which would seem 
inevitable, tho Government would moot 
with tho almost unanimous endorsement 
of tho peox^le. Tho Opposition, we 
fancy, aro anxious that there should 
be no dissolution; but surely it cannot be 
successfully contended that if the Gov- 
ernment party with a porceptiblo majori- 
ty in the House are unable to avoid a 
legislative deadlock, the Opposition with 
a still more perceptible minority will be 
competent to do so. There can, therefore, 
be no reason for the resignation of tho 
Ministry until they have received an ad- 
verso vote at tho hands of tho people. Of 
this wo have not tho .--lightest approhen- 
sion. Tho Government have nothing to 
fear from dissolution; indeed, tlioy have 
much to gain, for unless we misinterpret 
the indico of the times not only will thoy 
bo heartily endorsed, but members of the 
Opposition who bavo so persistently and 
disgracefully obstructed legislation of a 
necessary and most useful nature will bo 
relegated to that obscurity from which 



the Ilouso, or his first measure would bo 
bowled out and his Ministry dofeatod. 
Tho loss of time, the delay in legislation, 
and tho injury to tho country that would 
result from such a course must bo appar- 
ent to all. Moreover, "Todd" declares it 
unprecedented for a Government with a 
Constitutional majority to resign. Dissolu- 
tion is tho only courso open to tho Gov- 
ernment, and all lovers of good govern- 
ment hope that thoy will not hos>ituto to 
follow it.

This Nowcastle-on-Tyn.e correspondent 
of tho Lancet sends some strange particu- 
lars as to Mr. William Cainpboll, landlord 
of tho Duko of Wellington, in his town. 
Campbell boasts of beiug the largest sub- 
ject iu Her Majesty's realm, standing 
feet i inches in height, and woighing over 
52 stones.

A iorrcspondent writes to the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean: —While questions of a politi- 
cal naturo como and go, the one uarumount 
problem of how to trausport tho staples 
of the West to European markets by the 
most direct channel still romuins unsolved.

It is the most easterly wintor harbour on 
tho continent, and 150 miles nearer Europo 
than Halifax. It is tho natural outlet of 
tho staples of tho West and North- West. 
The distauco from Chicago to a point off 
Whitehaven on the true steamship courso, 
via New York, is 2,050 miles, while by 
existing roads to Whitehaven direct is 
1,-100 miles, thus affording a clear gain of 
050 miles, equivalent to two-thirds of the 
distanco from Chicago to Sandy Hook. 
Mails from Europe would reach Chicago 
via Whitehaven, as soon as New York, a 
valuable saving of time to your business 
men. Tho Whitehaven route is the direct 
and natural channel for grain, boof, pork, 
teas, and other articles of freight. The 
Atlantic passago from Whitehaven to 
Liverpool can bo mado inside of five days 
The new commercial highway will make 
Chicago independent of existing mono- 
polies, and effectually squelch all St. 
Louis sohomes to send cereals to Europo 
via New Orleans. Tho certainties of pro 
gross it assures defy competition. 

A company is now organized, holding a 
ohartor from the Nova Scotia Legislature, 
to bnild the one missing link, namely, ft 
railway from tho present torminns of tho 
Intercolonial road to Atlantic tidewater at 
Whitehaven, only seventy miles distant. 
It is proposed to apply for a money sub- 
sidy to the Canadian Parliament during 
the present session. 

The object is of vast importance to 
Chicago's interests. Tho sagacity of your

Tub Solicitor's Journal says: — "Tho 
Recorder of Hereford, so it has boon stat 
ed in more than one daily newspaper, has 
recently ordered tho punishment of whip- 
ping to be inflicted upon a prisoner found 
guilty a fourth time of running away aud 
leaving his wife and children chargeable 
to tho parish. It is rare for this juris- 
diction to bo exorcised, but the jurisdic- 
tion itsolf is undoubted. It is derived 
from 5 Geo. IV., o. 83, which allows whip 
ping in the caso of very hardened offou 
ders. Tho 4th soofcion enacts that 'Even 
person running away and leaving his 
wife, or his or her child or children 
chargeable, or whereby she or they or any 
of them shall beoome chargeable to any 
parish, township, or place,' shall be 
deemed a 'rogue and vagabond,' and may 
bo sentenced on summary conviction to 
throo months' imprisonmeut. Tho 5th 
section enacts that upon a second offence, 
tho offender 'shall bo deemed an incor- 
rigible rogue,' and may bo committed to 
sessions. By tho 10th section 'it shall bo 
lawful for tho justices of tho peace' at 
sessions 'to examine into the circum- 
stances of tho case," and to order, if thoy 
think lit, that such offender bo further im- 
prisoned and kept to hard larbor, and to 
order further, if thoy thiuk lit, that "such 
offender (not being a female) bo punish- 
ed by whipping, at such time during his 
imprisonment and at such place -within 
their jurisdiction as according to tho na- 
turo of tho offence they in thoir discre- 
tion shall deem to bo expediont."

Injustice to the Dead and a Warning- to 
the Living- 

Editor Colonist: — In yonr issuo of last 
Saturday appears a letter signed W. Pol- 
lard, which for impertinence I have hard- 
ly seen its equal. It would have shown 
better taste if Mr. Pollard, this champiou 
defender of tho dead aud nnnoyor of tho 
living, had made use of a little truthful 
hiugmigo aH ho would Lave sparod the un- 
pleasant task of bringing into public print 
facta which perhaps he is ignorant of and 
which, instead of bringing disgraoe, will 
only roilect honorably on tho small French 
community of this city. Ono is inclined 
to believo that the real course of tho grief 
of our champion is that ho cannot enter 
on tho records of tho Methodist Church 
tho namo of a French nobloman (.alunatio 
at that). Unfortunately for him ho did not 
quito succeed in this conversion and I 
would advise him to try again. "Perso- 
ve ranee is the mother of success;" per- 
haps somo more Counts may emigrate to 
Jthis country. Our champion says that 
" this French nobleman was a gentle- 
isiiu (?) of unbending independence of 
character, as proud as he was poor." (He 
might have vory properly have said as 
dishonest as he was proud, tho proof of 
which ho can easily ascertain) , "and houco 
not at all times on terms of friendly inter- 
course with his fellow countrymen." The 
facts aro these: The Count for somo years 
received about ten dollars a month from 
tho Fronch Governmont for his past ser- 
vices to his country.

He preferred to continuo 
(the wretched life he has followed since ho 
came to this country, residing iu an abom- 
inable hut amongst tho quintessence of 
filth in spite of tho remonstrances of his 
fellow-countrymen who o/len offored him 
to subscribe monthly for the rental of a 
decent place in which he could livo more 
[ respectably. Does this look liko aban- 



Tiiompson River, March 10, 1878. 
Editor Colonist:— Seeing that a peti- 
tion has been prosentod to tho Piovinoial 
Parliament to annull an award of land 
made by tho Indian Commissioners, per- 
mit mo through the medium of your col- 
umns to justify tho action of the Commis- 
sioners and to differ with somo statements 
made by tho petitioners by tho following 
facts, viz: — 

1st, Tho Indians have for tho past 12 
years wintered on this piece of lund tho 
Commissioners have given them, thero 
being plenty of timber for firewood; also, 
affording a groat shelter from tho cold 
north winds of winter, whereas on thoir 
old reserve across tho river there is no 
timber, and being very much exposed to 
tho cold wiuds (from its locality) mado it 
vory unsuitable for them to winter there. 

2nd. Tho laud in question is worthloss 
for farming purposes, as it is heavily tim- 
bered and rough. These assertions are 
provod by the fact that during tho past 
twelve yoars four different persons have 
recorded clttims on this land but have all 
thrown them up, not being ablo to mako 
a living on them; (two of theso four were 
Mossrs. Macpherson and McBryan, sign- 
ers of the potition) who as soon as they 
had thrown up thoir claims as useless for 
cattlo raising purposes, took up two more 
claims on the opposito side of tho river, 
somo little distance away, and have now a 
very good place to raise stock and cut 
bay. 

3rd. With regard to tho dog nuisance, I 
can't think they aro sincere, as they would 
never havo any necessity to drive cattlo 
on tbo road going through this new In- 
dian reserve, their stock being nil kept on 
tho other side of tho river, and further- 
more, they havo had a quantity 
of thoir stock running on tho 
old Indian reserve all winter, and would 
not havo takon thorn away but for tho 
complaints made by tho Indians them- 
selves. 

4th With regard to tho position of In- 
dian reservations they aro no worso off 
than thoir neighbors. 

5th. In conclusion I mny state that 
prior to tho Commissioners coming up 
last spring most of ua believed tho In- 
dians wore very discontonted, and fears 
wore entertained of our safety, hut owing 
to the tact used by the Commissioners the 
Indians have becomo contented. But 
should this award bo annulled by the 
Houso tho Indians will lose all faith 
any treaty mado with them, and the labors 
of the Commissioners will havo done more 
harm than good, as Indians don't under- 
stand awards having to bo sanctioned by 
tho Provincial Parliament.

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 
London, April 2. — The revenuo for 
tho fiscal year ending March 31st 
which was expected to show consider- 
able deficit, shows a surplus of three 
million and eighty-five thousand dol- 
lars. 

Paris, April 2. — Telegrams for Vien- 
na received in Paris stato that Count 
Andrassy told Gen. Ig-natiolF Austrian 
neutrality, if not co-operation, might 
be secured by allowing tho south west- 
ern boundary of Bulgaria so aa to make 
Ottoman territory continuous, and by 
socuring Austria a commercial suprem- 
acy iu Sorvia, Montenegro, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, and Albania. 

London, April 1. — At Lloyd's Sat- 
urday, war insurances woro 5a. per 
100 pounds on British bulla and 
cargoes, 10s. to 20s. on Black Sea risks 
which are regarded with groat disfavor 
and a half to ono per cont on Russian 
hulls. Ruasiau oxebango has fallen 
II per cent tho past week. Tho rouble 
is now quoted at 21$ © 22 pence. Tho 
''Money Market Review" says it is 
morally certain that war would bo im- 
mediately followed by Russian bank- 
ruptcy and entire suspension of pay- 
ments of tho debt. Recruiting officers 
are experiencing an increase of busi- 
ness and tho men coming in are of a 
superior quality. 

London, April 1. — A decree prohib- 
iting tho exportation of horses from 
Germany, which was to havo been 
caucolled the 1st of April, remains in 
forco until further notice. 

London, April 1. — Sir Stafford North- 
cote, Chancollor of tho Exchequer, 
announced in tbo House of Commons 
this p. m., that Lord Salisbury has 
been appointod foroign secretary. 

London, April 1.— The Lord Chan- 
cellor road tho royal message in the 
House of Lords. 

Rome, April 1. — Count Costini, for- 
eign minister, has promised tho cham- 
ber of deputies to explain the 
govornmonta oastorn policy on tho 8th 
inst. It is expected ho will say observ- 
ant inaction and neutrality are inexor- 
ably Italy's policy. Homo complica- 
tions and tho necessity of keoping on 
good terms with Germany and Austria 
will keep her quiot. 

Rome, April 1. — Cardinal McClosky 
has gono to Florence. 

London, April 1. — Vionna dispatches 
to tho "Daily Telegraph" Bays Count 
tVndrassy is making fresh efforts to 
bring about tho meeting of the con- 
gress and tbinksltussia will eventually 
yield to England's demands. Count 
Andrassy informed Gen. Ignatiefl'that 
tho whole tendency of tbo treaty was 
in opposition to the interests of Europe 
and no lasting poaco could bo conclud- 
ed without tbo sanction of all the 
powers, Iguatielt rejoiuod that Russia 
had altogether abandoned the idea of 
a congress in consequence of difficulties 
raised by England. Ho urged Andrassy 
to stato Austria's demand. The Count 
declined as he still hoped for the 
congress but declared if he had to con- 
sider tho treaty solely from an Austrian 
point of view bo would domaud far 
greater concessions than if ho had to 
consider it in relation to the general 
intorosts of Europe. Iguatieff also 
failed to convince the emperor. The 
"Telegraph's" correspondent says he 
has the foregoing on highost official 
authority. He adds that Germany has 
approved of tho refusal of Prince 
Charles of Roumaniato surrender Bes- 
sarabia unless invited to do so by the 
powers. A dispatch to the "Daily 
News" from St. "Petersburg says: De- 
spite the general excitement, a few 
men in high position advocato a final 
attempt at conciliation by the siinultano- 
ou» withdrawal of the British fleot and 
Russian army from tho neighborhood of 
Constantinople, pending arbitration by 
neutral sovereigns. 

London, April 1. — Tho Queen's message 
for calling out reserves was read by tho 
Speaker. It is as follows: Tho present 
state of public affairs iu tho oast and tho 
necessity of taking stops for tho mainUn 
anoe of peace and for the interests of the 
empire having constituted in tho opinion 
of her majesty a case of groat emergency, 
within tho meaning of tho acts of parlia- 
ment in that bohalf , hor majesty deems it 
proper to provido additional means for 
tho public service. Therefore iu pursu- 
ance of those acts her majesty has thought 
right to communicate to the House of 
Commons that sho is about to direct the 
reserve forco or such part thereof as her 
majesty may think necessarj to bo forth- 
with culled out for permanent service. 
The discussion of the messago was post- 
poned until Monday next. 

London, April 1.— A St. Petersburg 
dispatch states that Lord Derby's resigna- 
tion of the foreign office was a complete 
surprise and caused an immonse sensation 
in official circlos. Lord Dorby, says tho 
dispatch, is reproached for having misled 
Russia aud England by going as far as ho 
did in a direction which ho disapproved. 

A Vienna dispatch says in consequeuc* 
of Lord Derby's resignation and the call- 
ing out of the reserves Austria has coased 
her efforts to effect a compromise about 
tho Congress, feeling sure that Russia 
will not yield to England's demands now, 
when doing so would soem somewhat like 
submitting. An interruption in regard 
to the Congress aud the order for mobili- 
zation of the reserves in England nc»d 
not be followed at once by an actual col- 
lision between tho two Powers and a con- 
viotion may be forced upon them that 
after all tho Congress offers the only pos- 
sible chuncc for peaceful settlement. The 
impression is that whatever may have 
boon the object of Gen. Ignatieff's mis- 
sion, he confined himself in fact to giving 
and receiving information and returns to 
St. Petersburg to report what he heard. 
Ho probably discovered that Austria is 
too anxious for European condemnation 
of the treaty of San Stefano to entor into 
any bargain about it with Russia alone, 



which would seem to have given it Aus- 
trian sanction. 

Herr Tissaa's visit hero was arranged 
before Saturday's demonstration in tho 
Hungarian Diet and is not therefore in 
consequence of it, but it may bo supposod 
Tissea will take the opportunity to repre- 
sent to Count Andrassy tho stato of pub- 
ho opinion in Hungary. 

Constantinople, April 1.— Iu the event 
of war it is expected tho Porte will ro- 
nmiu passive and endeavor to make its 
territory respected, failing which the 
Porte will simply protest to the Powers. 

Tho report that Vefik Effendi. Presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers, has re- 
signed is contradicted. 

Pera, April 1.— Osnmn and Raouf 
Pashas havo becomo more Russian than 
English. Turkish and Russian soldiers 
fraternize, tho latter going about Constan- 
tinople in uniform without risking ani- 
mosity. If war comes England must 
contemplato tho possibility of having to 
fight Turkey and Russia. At host sho 
would got from Turkey a one-sided neu- 
trality of little or no substantial uso. 

London, April 1.— In tho House of 
Commons Sir Stafford Northcoto iu re- 
ply to a question by Lord Hartington 
said a circular had boon sent to tho Pow- 
ers by tho British Govornmont explaining 
tho views of tho government regarding 
the present position of affairs.

London, April 1.— Tho circular to tho 
Powers dated to day summarizes all the 
recent correspondence and after giving 
Russia's refusal to England's demand for 
placing tho treaty as a whole beforo Con- 
gress deeply regrets that England cannot 
acquiesco in Russia's action.

Two Murders hy French Profes- 
sional Men. — Two trials whioh havo 
excited considerable interest terminat- 
ed last nigbt. At the Lyons Assizes 
M . Santnllior, an advocate, was con- 
victed of shooting M. Cabaud, also an 
advocato, in the public street. He 
was shortsighted, and, as it was proved 
beyond all doubt, mistook M. Cabaud 
for M. Poldebard, likewise a momber 
of the Bar, ngainst whom ho boro a 
grudge, bolioving that ho prevented his 
marriage with M'llo Poldebard, the 
sister. Tho convict is a man of intel- 
ligence and culturo, but has always 
boon of a violent character, aud for 
some years has indulged in drinking 
and other forms of debauchery. His 
victim fell dead on the spot, leaving a 
widow and children. Tho jury gave 
Santallier the benefit of extenuating 
circumstances, his incoherent defense 
having strengthened tho suggestion 
that his mind was affected, and ho was 
sentenced to ten years' hard labor. In 
the second case M. Clovis Hughes was 
tried at Ais for killing M. Daimo, % 
fellow journalist, at Marseilles, in a 
duel. Tho latter was a clerical and had 
written violent attacks against civil 
marriage, some passages of which con- 
sisted of covert reflections on Madame 
Hughes, whoae marriage was purely 
civil. A duel followed, in which both 
tho principals showed great awkard- 
ness, and M. Daiine ultimately received 
a fatal thrust. Tho prisoner fled to 
Italy to avoid a long imprisonment 
before trial, but presented himself at 
the Assizes and was acquitted, — Lon-
